CHICH OF DISCIPLES. 


Advanced Ground in Favor of 
Closer Ohurch Union. 


The Origin, Orowtb and S/>me 
JDistinctive Teachingrs of tbe 
Oenomination of Dis- 
ciples. 


NEW YORK, April 4.—The Rev. B. B. Tyler, 


of the Christian church preached the follow- 
ing sermon in this city to his congregatioE 
by speci.il request : 


TEXT.—Acts, xxviii, 22: But we desire tc 
hear of Thee what Thou thinkest: for as con- 
cerning this sect, we know that every where 
it is spokeji against. 


"Tell us something about the people called 
Disciples of Christ. 
Give us some account ol 
their nuinciical strength, 
their literature, 
tlieir educational enterprises and their mis- 
sion work. 
Explain to us their origin, their 
aim and thou- method. 
Tell us some of the 
things which are peculiar in their teaching, 
their faith and their practice." 


This I will do, for the request seems to ma 
to be reasonable. 


If you think that this single congregation 
stands alone in the earth, that there is no 
other congregation of Christians like it in 
faith, in doctrine and in the administration 
of the divinely appointed ordinances you are 
in a great error. 
If you please, give attention 
to the following stat istical statement, based 
on the last United States census reports 


The Disciples of Christ have in the United 
States 4,8G1 congregations, 567,488 commimi- 
cants and 3,658 ordained ministers. 
How 
do they compare in these respects with other 
religious comniunions? In order to answer 
this question I will give the statistics of the 
seven or eight leading Protestant denomina- 
tions: 
Baptists, Methodists, Lutherans, Pres- 
byterians, Disciples, Congregationalists and 
Episcopalians. 
In this list how do the Disci- 
ples stand? 
The Methodists, counting the 
Methodist Ei)i.s<'opal church and the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church South as one, easily 
lead. 
The Baptists stand next. 
Counting, 
however, tbe two great Methodist bodies as 
two denominations the Baptist church is the 
largest Protestant b ody in the Uniteii States. 
Thei-e are in t h e Methodist Episcopal church 
and in th'> Meihodist Episcopal Cinirch South 
2,508,792 membei-s. 
I]i the Methexlist Episco- 
pal church there are l,(iS0,77!> and in the 
Methodist EpLscoj)al Church Soatli 828,Olo. 
Of Baptists there are 2,1:«. 04-4.

From this stati-nient you see that counting 
the Mothixlist 
Episcopal 
chui'ch 
and the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church 
South as a 
single denoniination the Disciples stand fifth 
in the number of churches and members and 
fourth in the Jiumber of ordained ministers. 
In the number of congregations, ministers 
and communicants the Disciples are numeri- 
cally sti onger in the United States 
than 
either the Congregationalists o r ' Episcopa- 
lians. 
"The Year Book of the Disciples of 
Christ," rcci'ntly publishecj, places the number 
of communicants a t 608,417 and the number 
of ordained ministers a t 4,000. 
When you 
consider those figures I think that you would 
excuse mo if I were to indulge in what men 
call denominational boasting. In the rapidity 
of its gj-owth the religious body known as the 
Disciples of Christ is one of the wonders of 
the Nineteenth 
century. 
This is not the 
language of an excited imagination, but of 
sober truth. 


If you doubt the correctness of this state- 
ment consider the length of time which has 
passed since the origin of this religious move • 
ment, and compare it with the length of time 
which has pa.ssed since our brethren of other 
religious bodies began to work in America. 
The fii-st Presbyterian church in the Uniteii 
States was organized in the city of Philadel- 
phia in 170;i—183 years ago. John Wesley 
was invited to come to this country in 1735. 
He came and worked in Georgia about two 
years and a half. 
In 17f56 there lived in New 
York, in Bari ack street, not far from where 
the city hall now stands, a man named Philip 
Embrej', a carpenter by trade, a man who 
had heard We.sley preach in Ireland, and who 
was a local Methoflist preacher. 
Embrev's 
first meeting was attended by six persons; 
but tliis was th'i beginning of what we now 
call the Old John Street Methodist Episcopal 
church—the cradle of American Methodism. 
This was 120 years ago. 


This was the beginning of Methodism on 
Manhattan Island. The gospe 1 was preached 
on this island by a Baptist minister in 1712— 
174 yeai-s ago—^and a number of persons were 
baptised. 
A church of that faith was organ- 
ized in 1724; and a t the beginning of the 
revolutionary war there was a congregation 
of Baptists in "New York numbering 200 
members. 
The Lutherans 
began 
work in 
this country in 1621. 
Episcopalians from the 
settlement of Virginia in 1607—279 years ego 
—have been a t work in this land. 
King 
Charles II granted permission to build what 
is known as the King's chapel, in Boston, 
just across the street from the Parker house, 
in 1697—180 years ago. Of cour.se the Con- 
gregationalists have had a foothold on Ameri- 
can soil since the Pilgi-ims landed on Ply- 
mouth rock in 1630—^266 years ago. Now 
when did the Disciples begin; how long have 
they been a t work? 


A n answer to this question will vindicate 
me from the charge of extravagance when I 
affirm that the mpid growth of this move- 
ment is one of the wonders of the Nineteenth 
century. 
The first printed document out of 
which came this movement was issued in 1809 


-seventy-seven years ago. 
It was an appeal 


by Thomas Campbell, a Presbyterian minis» 
ter, to evangelical Christians to unite in 
preaching 
the 
plain, 
simple 
gospel 
to 
thepeople. 
The 
first 
periodical 
bears 
date Aug. 3, 1823. 
That is the date ot 
the first number of The Christian Baptist, 
a 
monthly 
magazine, •conducted 
seven 
years by Alexander Campbell, a son of the 
Thomas Campbell whom I have just men- 
tioned. 
This publication was followed by a 
periodical called The Millennial Harbinger, 
which appeared month after month until 
forty auiiual volumes have been given to the 
world. 
I cannot, of c o m ^ , in the limits of a 
discourse, enter into historical details requir- 
ing tbe compass of volumes. 


Seventy-seven full years have not passed 
since the first docimient was issued—not 
sixty-three years iiave passed since the initial 
number of the tirst periodical came from the 
press, and yet there are 4,861 churches, 3,658 
gvdained ministan, a n d 107,448 
m e m b m

But I will not boast

ments to which you now listen by 
request. 
This is not my choice. 
You ask me for in- 
formation 
and I give it. 
You have com- 
pelled me to sail these 
ihinps. 


As to the periodical 
literature of tbe 
Disciples there are in the " Y e a r Book" the 
names of 23 papers—9 
weekly papers, 8 
monthly, 5 semi-monthly and 1 quarterly. 
Of Sunday school periodicals there are 11— 
4 weekly, 3 monthly, 1 weekly and quarterly, 
2 quarterly and 1 quarterly and weekly. 
These are published directly in the. interest ol 
the Disciples of Christ in tha United States. 
Thus f a r I have spoken of the Disciples in 
America. 
But besides the pei-iodicals here 
mentioned we have papers in Australia, in 
Canada, in Sc otland, in England, in Jamaica, 
in Denmark and in France. 
The aggregate 
circulation of each issue of the papers pub- 
lished in this coimtry is estimated to bi 
about 405,000. 


As to the educational work of the Disciples 
I find in the "Year Book" the names of forty- 
two colleges, with 0,595 students, matriculat- 
ed in the year 1884-5. 
Our mission work be- 
gan in foreign lands only about ten years ago. 
From the very beginning, however, the Dis- 
ciples have been a missionary i)eople. 
They 
began work many j^ears a^o in Africa, and 
they established and sustained for a number 
of years a mission to the city of Jerusalem, 
one outcome of which was the publication by 
our missionary, Dr. Tames T. Barclay, of a 
volume entitled "The City of the Great Kin^," 
which is an authority on the subject of which 
it treats. 
But we were premature in enter- 
ing on these missionary enterprises, as up to 
ten years ago we had all we could do to 
preach the gosi>el to the people of our own 
land, to organize churches, to build houses of 
worship, to form schools, and- to endow 
colleges. 
But since the inauguration of the 
foreign mission work God has so opened the 
way before us, and has so prospered us at 
every step that we now support evangelists, 
and teachere and gospel workers, in England, 
Pi'ance, Denmark. Jamaica, Japan, 
India, 
Turkey and Asia Minor, while the way seems 
to be opening for a participation on our part 
in the spiritual enlightenment of the dark 
continent. 
The 
number 
of 
mission- 
aries in the employ of the Foreis^ Chris- 
tian Missionary society is thirty-four. The 
i Christian Woman's Board of missions, or^^an- 
ized about the same time, is a valuable aid in 
j the prosecution of this work. 
Thvy have a 
number of workers in their employ in lands 
beyond the seas. 
Besides the Foreign Chj-is- 
tian Missionary .society, .and the Christian 
Woman's Board of nii.ssions, there are organ- 
izations in í^\•enty-five states of the American 
Union for Work in the Home Field. 
Then 
there is the Greneral Christifin 
Missionary 
convention, which gives its att^ention exclu- 
sively to the home 
field. It does not, how- 
ever, establish missions in states which pos- 
sess a sufficient force to maintain efficient 
state organizations. 
The new states and ter- 
ritories of the rapidly growing 
west, the 
states of the reviving south and the Atlantic 
coast are the fields in which the Gteneral 
Christian Missionary convention is expected 
to establish and support missions. 


You ask me, however, to say something of 
the things wherein the Disciples are peculiar. 
Have I not spoken of a marked peculiarity? 
Do you know of any other religious body 
which has this aim or that is seeking to se- 
cure the unity of all in every place who love 
our Lord Jesus Christ in this way? 


Thus wrote Thomas Campbell, in what is 
known as the "Declaration and Addi ess," in 
1809, the appeal out of which, step by step, 
has been evolved the religious body known as 
the Disciples of Christ. 
Of'rtainly it origin- 
ated in love to all who profess and call them- 
selves Christians. 


Before I speak of the peculiarities permit 
me to enumerate, in part, certain points of 
argument. 
They are much more numerous 
than are the points of difference. W e arc 
one with evangelical Christians in holding to 
and advocating the following items of doc- 
trine: 


1. The divine inspiration of the Holy Scrip- 
tures of the 01<1 and New Testaments, 


2. The revelation of God, especially in the 
New Testament, in the tri-personality of 
Father, Son and Holy Spu-it 


3. The alone-sufficiency and all-sufficiency 
of the Bible, as a revelation of the divine 
character and will, and of the gospel of grace 
by which we are saved; and as a rule of 
faith and jjractice. 


4. The divine excellency and ^^•Ol•thiness of 
Jesus as the Son of God; His perfect human- 
ity 
as the son of man, and his officio! 
authority and glory 
as 
the Christ—the 
Anointed Prophet, Priest and King, who is 
to iustmc t us in the way of life, redeem us 
from sin and death, and reign in and over us 
as the rightful sovereign of our being and 
disposer of our destiny. 


5. The pei-sonal and perpetual mission of 
the Holy Spirit, to convict the world of sin, 
righteousness and judgment, and to dwell in 
believei-s as their comforter, strengthener and 
sanctifier. 


ip. The alienation of the race from God and 
their entii-e dependence on the truth, merc3' 
and grace of Gon, as manifested in Jesus the 
Christ, and revealed and confii'med to us by 
the Holy Spii-it in the gospel, for regenera- 
tion, sanctififation, adoption and life eternal. 


7. The necessity of faith and rejjei'tance in 
order to the enjoyment of salvation here, 
and of a life of obedience in order to the at- 
tainment of everlasting life. 


8. The perpetuity 
of baptism and the 
Lord's supper, as divine ordinances, through 
all ages to the end of time. 


9. The obligation to observe the first day of 
the week as the Lord's day in commemora- 
tion of the death and resurrection of Jesus 
Christ, by acts of woi-ship such as tbe New 
Testament teaches, and by spiritual culture 
Buch as befits this memorial day. 


10. The church of Christ, a divine institu- 
tion, composed of such as by faith and ba])- 
tism have openly confessed the name of Christ; 
with its appointed rulers and ministei-s and 
services for the edification of ('hristians and 
the convei-sion of the woi ld. 


11. The nei-e-ssity of I'ighteousness, benevo- 
lence and holiness on the part of professed 
Christians, alike in view of their own final 
salvation and of then* mission to turn the 
world to God. 


12. The fullness and freeness of the salva- 
tion offered in the gospel to all who accept it 
on the terms proposed. 


13. The filial punishment of the ungodly 
by a n everlasting de.struction from the pres- 
ence of the Lord and from the glory of his 
power. 


These thirteen 
items certainly pi-esent a 
broad basis of argument, and the list is by 
no means exhausted. 


Under the head of peculini itics, in addition 
to what has been said, I will mention\four 
things. 


L The creed. 
W h a t ia the creed o | t b t 


Church of the Disciples of Christ? It is • 
common to say, My creed is the Bible. Is 
this correct? 
What, let me ask, was the 
creed of the church in Jerusalem, in Corinth, 
in Rome, in Ephesus? The Bible, as we have 
it, did not exist then, much I^s the so-called 
ApostW Creed. 
You are ifamiliar with tbe 
oft quoted language of 
Chilllngworth, a 
champion of Protestantism. 
"The Bible, f 
sav the Bible only is the religion of Pro- 
testants, K^atsoever else they believe be- 
sides it. 
There is no sufficient certainty but 
of Scripture only for any considering man to 
build upon. 
Propose me anything out ol 
this book and require whether I believe or 
no, and seem it never so incomprehensible to 
hiunan reason, I will subscribe it with hand 
and heart, as knowing no demonstration can 
be stronger than tMs, 'God hath said so, 
therefore it is true.'" 


In favor of the Bible as the creed book it 
m a y be aflirmed that it is inspired, t h a t it is 
authoritative, that it is inteUigible, that it is 
moral, that it is perpetual, that it is catholic, 
that it is perfect. 
All of this, and more, can 
easily be said in favor of the Bible as the 
creed book, and in a battle of the books the 
Bible is the creed. 
But I call your attention 
to this distinction: "The Bible is the word of 
God to man; the creed is man's answer to 
God. 
The Bible reveals the truth in the 
popular form of life and fact; the creed states 
the truth in the logical form of doctrine." 


W h a t is the creed of the Church of Christ 
in the very beginning? 
Nathaniel, the Israel- 
ite in whom was no guile, professed his faith 
when he said to Jesus: "Rabbi, thou a r t the 
son of God; thou a r t the king of I s r a e l i 
Martha, of the Bethany family, made known 
her creed when she declared to Jesus: "I be- 
lieve that thou ai-t the Christ, the son of Gtod, 
which should come into the world!" 


Jesus said to the man born blind, of whom 
we have an account in John's gospel, ninth 
chapter: 
"Dost thou believe in the Son of 
God?" He answered, and said: " W h o is He, 
Lord that I might believe on Him?" And Jesus 
said imto him: 
"Thou hath both seen Him, 
and it is he that talketh with thee." 
And he 
snid: 
"Lord, I believe;' and ho worshipped 
Hina." 
In Cesarea 
PhUippi, 
when 
Jesus 
asked his friends: 
" W h o m do men say that 


1, the son of man, am?" 
Simon Peter said, 
i in reply to a more direct question 
"Thou 
I a r t the Christ, the Sou of the living God." 
i Jesus said immediately, 
"On this rock I will 
j build m y church." Dr. Schaff says 
that 
I "this is the fmidamental Christian confession 
' and the rock on which the church is built." 
: "Doubting Thomas," as men call him, ex- 


claimed in glad surpi-ise, when the Lord ap- 
peared to him, after the resurrection, 
" M y 
Lord and m y God." Dr. Schaff, in "Creeds of 
Christendom," says that "this is the strangest 
j apostolic confession of faith in the lordship 
! and divinity of Christ." 
If you ask me after 
i this induction what the creed of the Disciples 
j is I reply, Jesus of Nazareth is the Christ, 
. the Son of the living God. 
W e ai-e perfectl\- 
; satisfied with this rock on which the church 
; is l)uilt. 
But you say. Do not all Christians 
; believe this? 
Yes, and heroin is one peculi- 
arity." 
''AVith us the divinity and Chriskhood 
of Jesus is more than a mere item of doc- 
trine—it is the central ti-uth of the Christian 
system, and in an important sense the creed 
of Christianity. 
It is the one fundamental 
tnith which we aj"e jealously careful to guard 
against all cojnpromise. 
To persuade men to 
trust and love and obey a Divine Saviour, is 
the one gi-e.it end for which we labor in 
l)reachiiig the gospel; assured that if men 
are right about 
Christ, 
Christ will bring 
them right about everything else. 
We, there- 
fore, pri-ach Jesus Christ and him crucified. 
We demand no other faith, in order to bap- 
tism and church membership, than the faith 
of the heart in Jesus as the Christ, the Son oi 
the living God; nor have we any term or 
bond of fellowship but faith in this Divine 
Redeemer and obedience to Him. All who 
trust in the Son of Go;l and obey Him are 
our brethren, however wrong they may be 
about anything else, and those who do not 
trust in this Divine Saviour for salvation and 
obey His commandments are not our breth- 
ren, however intelligent and excellent they 
may be in all beside." 


You see, therefore, that our peculiarity, as 
to creed, is the promuience which we give to 
this divine, this fundamental article of faith. 


2. The contession before baptism. 
What 
is it ? 


Jesus *>aid that "whosoever shall confess 
me before men him will I confess before my 
Father and the holy angels." 
The Apostle 
Paul said: 
"If thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus and shalt believe in 
thine heart that God hath raised him from 
the dead, thou shalt be saved." 
And the be- 
loved disciple said: 
"Every spirit that con- 
fesseth that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh 
is of God; and every spirit that confesseth 
not that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is 
not of God." 
W e therefore demand of every 
applicant for baptism a distinct avowal of 
faith in Jesus as the Son of God and the Sa- 
vior of men. 
I usually propound two ques- 
tions: 
1. Do 30U believe with yom- whole 
heart that Jesus of Nazareth is the Christ, 
the Son of the living God, and 3'om- Suviorl 
2. Do you earnestly desire to obey 
Himi 
This precise form is not necessary, but the 
thought is, and this well represents the prac- 
tice of the disciples. 


We submit no other tests but faith and re- 
Dentance, in admitting persons to baptism 
and church membership. 
Wo present to 
them no articles of faith other than the one 
article concei-ning the divinity and Christ- 
hood of Jesus; we demand no narration of a 
rehgious experience other than is expressed 
in a voluntary confession of faith in Jesus: 
we demand no probation to determine their 
fitness to come into the church; but instantly, 
on their voluntary confession of the Christ, 
and avowed desire to leave their sins and 
serve the Lord t.'lii-ist, unless there are good 
reasons to doubt their sincerity, they are ac- 
cepted and baptized, in the nmne of the 
Lord Jesus, and into the name of the Father, 
the Son and the Holy Spirit. 
They are thus 
wedded to (Christ, iind not to a set of doc- 
trines or to a party." 


If a niiin asks baptism who believes the 
thirty-nine articles, or the doctrine of de- 
crees as set forth by the Westminstf^r assem- 
bly, or that somehow all n u n will become 
holy and consequently happy, we press hoiai 
on his attent ion Jesus—only Jesu.s. 
There is 
no salvation in a iK-lief in these other things 
—there is salvation by faith in the Sou of 
God. 
-'What think ye of C h r i s t ? " W h a t 
will you do with Jesus?" 
If we can get a 
man to think right concerning and to fe<-J 
right toward Jesus, wc are ready to give the 
largest liberty of thought and opinion on 
other matteis. 
Our union is on Jesus. 


3. Baptism. 
As to the form of baptism 
disciples agriio with the Baptists. 
Jesus 
walked aci o.ss the country forty miles and 
was baptised of John in the river 
Jordan. 
He had before his eyes every text in the Old 
Testament that spealis of sprinkling; but he 
acted as i have indicated. 
There wtis also 
something in V>aptism that requires per- 
sons to aiiso when they attend to t h i s 
ordinance. 
Saul 
of 
Tai-sus, 
weak 
and 
faint from intense mental excitement, and 
from days of fasting was told to arise and 
l>e baptized. 
Afterward, in sjjeaking of his 
baptism, he desci-ibed it as a burial. 
In the 
second chapter of the epistle to the Galla- 
tians, a n d at the twelfth verse he speaks— 
the same 
way of this 
ordinance. 
This 
movement for the union of God'.s people, you 
must 
remember, began with scholarly men, 
and men of piety, who did not believe in 
iinmei-sion, but they said, where God's woi'd 
leads we will follow. 


In taking our stand in favor of immersion 
we bold to that which bears the stamp g£ 


catholicity and reject that whicb lashes it; 
and in a union of God's people we must have 
the things in which all agree and all do ftgrae 
that tbe immersion of penitent believers is 
baptism. 
There is doubt and dispute about 
sprinkl'ng and pouring; there is no dispute 
abottt immersion. 
The disciples practice im- 
mersjon, therefore, in pai-t, in tbe interest o' 
P * « ^

Hearing of the rtunor that Bight Bev. 
Bishop Dwenger intended building a 
new orphan asylum, THB SENTINEI. rep- 
resentative called at the Episcopal resi- 
dence to ascertain the fact, and is glad 
to announce that it is now a certainty 
that Right Rev. Bishop Dwenger will 
build a new $30,000 orphan asylum in 
Fort Wayne this summer, and the site 
chosen is just north of the Muncie track. 
The following extracts are from a circu- 
lar which the Bishop sent to his clergy a 
few days since: 


"We need not explain to you the ne- 
cessity of building a new orphan asylum 
for girls. 
You are well aware that the 
buildings at Rensselaer are entirely in- 
adequate, partly old and rickety, nor is 
there room enouga for the wants of the 
diocese; there is no provision possible to 
receive infants, though to refuse them 
generally means their death. 
To build 
at Rensselaer would be to throw money 
away, and it is too inconvenient and too 
expensive to send thither orphans from- 
all parts of the diocese. . There is no 
local .support for the asylum* at that 
place, and we have no good opportunity 
of placing the children, owing to the 
fact tbat they are not seen and conse- 
quently not remembered. 


We have adjoining the city of Fort 
Wayne twenty-four acres, a beautiful 
and suitable location for a girl's orphan- 
age. 
Here we intend to build, this year, 
an asylum for girls, equal to the Lafay- 
ette asylum, and sufficient for the wants 
of the diocese for many years to come. 
The expense of the building alone, with- 
out the furnishing, will be at least thirty 
thousand dollars. 


Our system of having diocesan orphan 
asylums, to which children from all parts 
of the diocese may be sent so soon as the 
consent of the ordiuary is obtained, is 
certainly the best possible way of pro- 
viding for these children. 
Every mis- 
sion in the diocese has the same advan- 
tages as if it had a well eslablished and 
appointed orphan asylum in the place; 
but to us it has been and will be a source 
of heavy expense and sacrifice. 
Thus 
last year, we had to pay for the current 
support of the orphans S600 over and 
above all collections. 
We i o not com- 
l^lain, as we have always devoted all 
money received, and not needed to de 
fray the expenses of our plain living, for 
the orphans and the welfare of the dio- 
cese. 


The new orphan asylum is a necessity, 
and, trusting in Divine Providence, we 
will undertake the building. 
We are 
convinced the priests will do all they can 
to further this necessary and noble work. 
We think we do better to leave it to the 
prudence of each priest whether to take 
up a special collection, or whether he 
can do more by collecting larger sums 
from the wealthier members of his mis- 
sion. 
In some places, where church 
building is going on, a general collection 
may be inadvisalile or even imposhi- 
bie." 


This last sentence seems to refer es- 
pecially to the city of Fort Wayne, 
where two new churches are now in 
course of erection. 
In consequence, the 
bishop thinks it inadvisable to appeal to 
the public through church collections, 
yet he expects to get personal and hand- 
some donations from his friends direct, 
as the asylum will be for the diocese 
of 
Indiana and all the orphans will come 
here from Renssalear, adding big reve- 
nue to business interests of this city. 


The building will be a great credit to 
Fort Wayne, and add a prominency in 
its way that will be beneficial to the 
city.

single denomination thfl Disciples stand fifth 
in the nuniboi- of churches and members and 
fourth in tho number of ordained ministors. 
In the number of congregations, ministers 
nnd communicants tho Disciples are numeri- 
cally stronger iu tho United States than 
either the Congregationalfste or" Episcopa- 
lians. "Tho Year Book of the Disciples of 
Christ," recently published^ places the number 
of communicants nt 603,417 and tho number 
of ordained ministers at 4,000. When you 
consider tlicso figures I think that you would, 
excuse mo if I were to indulge in what men 
call denominational boustiug. In thorapidity 
o£ its growth tho religious body known as tho 
Disciples of Christ is one of the wonders of 
the Nineteenth contury. 
This is not the 


language of an excited imagination, but of 
sober truth. 


If you doubt tho correctness of this state- 


ment consider tho length of timo which has 


" since tho origin of this religious move- 


ment, and compare it with Lho length of tima 
which 1ms passed since our brethren of other 
religious bodies began to work in America. 
The m-st iYesbyteriuH church in thc United 
States was organized in tho city of Philadel- 
phia in 17015—183 years ago. John Wesley 
was invited («come to this country in 1735. 
He camo and worked in Georgia about two 
years and a half. In 1700 there lived in Now 
York, in Barrack street, not far from where 
the city hall now stands, a man named Philip 
Embroy, a carpenter by trade, a man who 
had beard Wesley preach in Ireland, and who 
was a local Methodist preacher. Embrev:s 
3rst moating was attended by sir persons; 
but this was thr beginning of what wo now 
call tho Old John Street Methodist Episcopal 
church—thy cradle of American Methodism.

Pope says: "Man's inhumanity to man 


Ev- 
ery cattle owner knows to his cost, that

ties for the stronger cattle to punish, gore, 
or even kill weaker ones, which they are 
not «1( w to take advantage of.

son-bath. The fences about these yards 
are about seven feet high, and they differ 
only from other cattle pens in having the 
angles all cut off, making, so to speak, 
octagonal corners (fig. 1).

than usual. It occurs to us, that any

ALL FOR ORPHANS. 


The Alngrnmcent $8O,000 Asylum 


to bo Erected at FortWnyne 


Tliis Season. 


Hearing of the rumor that Right Rev. 


Bishop Dwenger intended building a 
new orphan asylum, THE BENTIKBII rep- 
resentative called at the Episcopal resi- 
dence to ascertain the fact, and is glad 
to announce that it is now a certainty 
that Bight Rev. Bishop Dwenger will 
build a new $30,000 orphan asylum in 
I(1ort Wayne this summer, and tho site 
chosen is just north of the Muncie track. 
Tho following extracts are from a circu- 
lar which the Bishop sent to his clergy a 
few days since: 


"We need not explain to you the ne- 


cessity of building a new orphan asylnm 
for girls. You aro well aware that the 
buildings at Reusselaer ore entirely in- 
adequate, partly old and rickety, nor is 
there room enouga for the wants of the 
dioceso; there is no provision possible to 
receive infants, though to refuse them 
generally means their death. 
To build 


at Renaselaer would be to throw money 
away, and it is too inconvenient and too 
expensive to send thither orphans from.' 
all parts of tho diocese. . Thero is no 
local ^support for the asylum'at that 
place, and we have no good opportunity 
of placing the children, owing to the 
fact that they are not seen and conse- 
quently not remembered. 


We have adjoining tho city of Port 


Wayne twenty-four acres, a beautiful 
and suitable location for a girl's orphan- 
age. Here we intend to build, this year, 
an asylum for girls, equal to the Lafay- 
ette asylum, and sufficient for the wants 
of the diocese for many years to come. 
The expense of the building ulone, with- 
out the furnishing, will be at least thirty 
thousand dollars. 


Our system of having diocesan orphan 


asylums, to which children, from all parts 
of the diocese may be sent BO soon aa tho 
consent of the ordinary ia obtained, is 
certainly the best possible way of pro- 
viding for these children. 
Every mis- 


sion in the diocese hns the same advan- 
tages as if it had a well established and 
appointed orphan asylum in tfio place; 
but to UB it has been and will bo a BOUTCO 
of heavy expense and sacriu'co. 
Thus 


last year, we had to pay for the current 
support of the orphans §600 over and 
above all collections. 
We <io uot com- 


plain, as wo havo always devoted all 
money received, and not needed to de- 
fray the expenses of our plain Jiving, for 
the orphans and the welfare of Ihe dio- 
cese. 


Tho now orphan asylum is a ncenasity, 


and, trusting in Divine Providence, \vo 
•will undertake the building. Wo aru 
convinced the priests will do all they can 
to further this necessary aud noble work. 
We think we do better to lenvo it to the 
prudence of each priest whether to take 
up n special collection, or whether he 
can do more by collecting larger KUUIIJ 
from the wealthier members of his mis- 
sion. In some places, where church 
building is going on, n general collection 
may bo inadvisable or even impoflai- 
biu." 


This last sentence seems to refer es- 


pecially to Hie city of Fort Wayne, 
where two new churches aro now in 
course of erection. In consequence, tho 
bishop thinks it inadvisable to appeal to 
the public through church collections, 
yet ho expects to got personal and hand 
some donations'from his friends direct, 
as the asylum will be for the dioceae of 
Indiana and all the orphans will come 
hero from Rcussaloflr, adding big reve- 
nue to business interests of this city. 


The building will be a great credit to 


Fort Wayne, and add a prominency in 
its way that will bo benoBoial to tho 
city.
